Awy real progress: or“improvement made 
by China is generally trumpoted pretty wide- 
ly by ber special friends; it is always Lniled 
with unmixed ‘satisfaction by.all those-who, 
have her best interests at heart;:and it ia 
regarded ‘with lively’ interest , by every 
student and observer of tha march of events 
in tho old world: of Asia, Naturally there 
ia a tendency ‘to exuggerate Ohine’s advance 
on the one hand, and on tho other there. is 
some little inclination to diaparngs. her 
efforts.. Between the two, however; a.toler- 
ably safe estimate of Olimese progress may 
bearrived at. For progress there is, even 
in China, and it is gradually becoming per- 
ceptible to the moat prejudiced eyes. It is 
true that thir progress is limited to a yery 
large extent.to efforte to placa the defensive 
power of the country on a basis that. will
